, niftko grants of' intermediate /portious 
thereof to settlors, either gratuitously 
or CD easy termB ; to provide paasagoa 
for^ 'approTlBd ' pert/oiia and advanoing 
money lotjthat purpose ; by proouriug 
for the settlers a sDitabla reception in 
tho colony iboy may aeleob^ ^forwprdiug 
thora from llio point of debarkation to 
their bomobteads, adrising tiiom as to 
tba best mode cf proceUuro, giving them 
each aid towards social organizailoa as 
Bhall bo the best cnioolated to sooure lo 
them a Bucoeseful career in their now 
hoKO^ and aBsisliiig thom in money 
and kind towards electing tbeir dwel- 
lings 8-ud cultivftting their land ; by 
assiating emigrant colODietB of voca- 
tions other than agricultural to obtain 
ena'plbymeut suitablo to their respective 
capacities; by making arrangcmcnlH 
between colouial employers and r.;t'cli* 
amcB.and labourers, for their mutual 
adfpntage.
